PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31st  December,  1967. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  eight, 
representing  a decrease  of  four  from  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.  As 
in  1965  and  1966  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  registered 
still  births  and  no  infants  died  before  the  first  birthday.  No  woman  died 
as  a result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  twenty  two,  a decrease  of  three 
from  the  figure  for  1966.  Eight  people  died  of  heart  disease,  six  of 
cancer  and  three  died  of  1 stroke*. 

There  were  no  unusual  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during  1967. 

One  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year,  but  no  one 
died  of  the  disease.  In  order  to  trace  all  contacts  of  a notified  case 
of  tubsrculosis,  the  Department  works  in  conjunction  with  the  local  Chest 
Physician . 

The  Council  is  to  be  commended  upon  its  progressive  housing  policy, 
and  upon  its  accurate  interpretation  of  the  regulations  regarding  housing 
improvement  and  conversion. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 
including  a section  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  will  be  found  in  the 
following  pages.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  ending  on 
31st  December,  1967* 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Cardiganshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  water  supply  for 
the  whole  of  the  district.  The  supply  of  water  was  plentiful  throughout  the 
year  and  the  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  were  all  found  to 
be  satisfactory, 

Chemical  samples  taken  in  the  past  and  analysed  by  the  Public  Analyst 
at  Carmarthen  showed  the  water  to  be  of  good  quality  and  suitable  for  drinking 
and  all  domestic  purposes. 

The  whole  cf  the  district  comprising  approximately  470  dwelling  houses 
and  a population  of  approximately  900  is  suppliea  from  the  mains. 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  district. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  sewerage  system  in  the  main,  has  functioned  quite  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year.  The  system  is  by  gravitation  to  a settling  tank  on  the 
Dolau  Beach  and  the  resultant  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  sea. 

No  evidence  of  pollution  was  recorded  during  the  year. 

It  should  be  appreciated  that  the  sewerage  system,  which  was  designed  for 
the  town  many  years  ago,  cannot  be  expected  to  cope  indefinitely  with  the 
demands  placed  on  it  particularly  during  the  holiday  season. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  holiday  period,  when  excessive 
pumping  from  sumps  within  caravan  sites  crowded  with  caravan  dwellers,  caused 
high  discharge  and  surging  in  the  public  sewers  and  storm  water  relief  overflows 
had  to  be  brought  into  use  when  the  streams  into  which  they  discharged  carried 
very  little  water. 

This  problem  was  overcome,  however,  by  the  site  operators  being  instructed 
to  adjust  their  pumps,  to  pump  a 'little  and  often*.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
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Refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council  employees  and  this  service;  covers  the 
whole  area  of  the  Urban  District, 

Refuse  disposal  takes  place  at  Aberaeron  Rural  District  Cobncil* s refuse 
tip  at  Rhydeinion,  which  is  four  to  five  miles  from  New  Quay.  The  covering 
and  control  of  the  tip  is  carried  out  by  the  Rural  District  Council, 

The  collection  of  refuse  during  the  holiday  period  presents  the  Council 
with  their  most  time  consuming  problem.  The  twice  weekly  collection  involves 
the  whole  of  the  labour  force  for  the  greater  part  of  the  week. 

By  far  the  greatest  volume  of  refuse  consists  of  waste  paper  and  card- 
board boxes  and  these  items  rapidly  fill  the  collection  vehicle,  which  then 
has  to  travel  to  the  tip  some  four  miles  away. 

The  occupiers  of  the  business  premises  have  been  a.sked  to  co-operate  and 
flatten  all  boxes  to  prevent  voids,  and  this  is  having  the  desired  effect. 

Litter 


Litter  remains  a problem  within  the  area.  People  were  injured  because 
glass  had  been  left  on  the  beach  and  other  public  places.  The  public  still, 
apparently,  does  not  appreciate  the  fact  that  broken  glass  can  cause  injury. 

More  is  being  done  to  try  to  make  the  public  "litter  conscious"  and  the 
provision  of  ample  and  more  attractive  litter  bins  might  help  towards  this  end. 

Despite  the  publicity  given  to  this  failing  on  television  and  in  the 
national  press,  members  of  the  public  still  leave  the  beaches  and  quay  side  in 
a filthy  condition,  and  this  gives  any  resort  a bad  name  - it  is  ironical  that 
it  is  the  very  people  who  come  to  enjoy  our  clean  beaches,  are  the  ones  who 
complain  when  they  arrive  on  the  beach  next  morning  and  find  it  littered  with 
their  own  rubbish.

All  types  of  premises  were  visi'fced  and  where  necessary  advice  was  given 
and  poison  baiting  was  carried  out0  All  infestations  were  treated  by  the 
Council's  Rodent  Operator,  Twenty  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  in  private  dwellings.

The  caravan  sites  are  fairly  well  maintained.  Two  of  the  sites  are 
self  contained  in  that  shops  and  licensed  clubs  are  available  to  the  caravan- 
dwellers  on  the  site  concerned. 

The  caravan  population  at  the  height  of  the  season  is  approximately 
1,900,  but  taking  into  account  sites  which  are  within  a mile  radius  of 
New  Quay,  approximately  another  500  caravan  pitches  are  to  be  found,  giving 
a grand  total  population  of  around  4,000.  Many  of  these  c ar avan- dwelle r s 
leave  their  pitches  to  visit  New  Quay  and  cause  the  public  services  to  be 
extended  to  their  utmost  capacity.

The  standard  of  food  premises  within  the  area,  in  general,  remains  high 
and  regular  inspections  are  made  to  ensure  that  these  standards  are  maintained, 
but  a note  of  caution  must  be  given  as  the  increase  in  popularity  »f  the  resort 
is  beginning  to  stretch  some  food  premises  above  the  limits  for  which  they  were 
originally  intended.  These  premises  must  be  induced  to  expand  their  preparation 
and  storag3  facilities  if  they  are  to  be  able  to  operate  within  safe  Public 
Health  limits. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  (MARKETS,  STALLS  AND  DELIVERY  VEHICLES)  REGULATIONS,  1966 

During  the  year  the  Council  provided  and  equipped  a kiosk  for  the  sale  of 
fresh  fish 5 this  made  redundant  the  old  van  used  by  local  fishermen  and  itself 
set  a standard  by  which  all  retailers  of  f->od  from  stalls  and  mobile  vehicles 
had  to  abide.  This  example  by  the  Local  Authority,  accompanied  by  constant 
supervision,  has  enabled  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls 
and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966  to  be  more  easily  enforced  amongst 
retailers  of  wet  fish  who  operate  only  for  limited  periods  during  the  season.
